Aftor the assembly had engrossed a 
bill prohibiting the 
issuance of in- 
junctions in labor disputes against 
peaceful 
picketing, strikes or boy- 
cotts, the industrial commission bill 
came up. 
An attempt was made to 
send Uie bill back to the committee 
so that the 
industrial commission 
could present further facts. 
This 
move was defeated. A motion to call 
the industrial commission before the 
body to explain the bill was also de- 
feated. Assemblyman John P. Buck- 
loy of Waukesha, moved the previous 
Question, with a view of shutting off 
all debate. Defeated in every move 
to gel the commission before the as- 
sembiy. it seemed probable that the 
previous question would be ordered, 
when a speech by Assemblyman Kv- 
Jue brought things to a halt. 


Evjue and Whlttet Clash. 


"Is this 
administration 
going to 
deny the members of this legislature 
the right to know what la in these im- 
portant financial biUs," asked Assem- 
blyman Evjue. 
"The chair resents the remarks of 
the gentleman from Dane and I will 
say that It is the policy of the admin- 
istration that all the facts be known," 
declared Speaker Whlttet. 
"I hope 
the previous question will be det'eai- 
ed." A roll call showed the motion 
defeated by a large vote and the de- 
bate started.

Madison, Wis.. May 
24.—"Meddle- 


some or other persons" will not be 
able to halt a marriage, if the legisla- 
ture follows the recommendations of 
Governor E. U Philipp. 


Governor Philipp has signed the 


marriage bill that passed the legisla- 
ture, but In a memorandum attached 
lo his announcement that it is now a 
law he suggests several changes. 
As passed 
the bill provides that 
"any person" may file a petition with 
the county clerk asking that vhe li- 
cense be not granted. The governor 
argues that no person except a par- 
ent, near relative or guardian should 
have this risht. 
The executive also suggests that in- 
stead of permitting the county court 
to refuse a license "if the objections' 
are sustained," it be made clear that 
the court cannot sustain 
objections 
unless they be for fraud or some of 
the loKal grounds which would make 
the parties incompetent to marry. 
The objections of the governor, if 
upheln by the legislature, will alike 
marriage more simple than contem- 
plated in the act as passed. 
A bill covering the points raised 
by the governor has been Introduced.

I thin soup, taken at the beginning of 
a meal, by its warmth and pleasant 
flavor 
may 
stimulate digestion 
so 
that the. heavier foods are more 
easily digested. 
The combination of 
sonp and bread is pleasant and leads 
to- the eating of more 
bread 
or 
crackers than would be consumed or- 
dinarily. Appetizing spups also may 
be made often, of materials 
which 
otherwise would, be wasted. 
In- this 
way such materials are made to con- 
tribute whatever 
food 
value 
they 
may have for the cost of the lobar 
and fuel needed to prepare them. 
One of 
the purposes which food 
serves 
in the body is 
to 
furnish 
energy for its muscular work, and 
one way of comparing the 
relative 
food value of different 
foods is 
to 
compare 
the 
amounts "of

It li to Construct «nd Maintain Prop-

The greatest road problem, particu- 


larly that of the township or road dis- 
trict, is to construct and maintain prop- 
erly the eiUting earth roads, according 
to B. H. PIpmeier. maintenance engi- 
neer of the Illinois highway depart- 
ment. In view of the tremendous 
amount of earth road worlc to be done 
and of money to be spent for it, every ( 
•effort should be directed along1 lines ] 
leading to the best results. If tbe( 
grades, cross nection and drainage of 
earth roads are properly established 
they -will not need alteration when the ' 
roadways are provided with • more 
durable-wearing surface nt a later date. 


Very few roads receive enough time 


and money to be put in first class con- 
dition. Most of the money is spent in 
an endeavor to maintain earth roads 
that are not in a suitable condition for 
maintenance. Many earth roads are 
worse after improper working than 
they were before it, for a large part of 
the'beBt soil in them is exposed so that 
fhe first heavy rain washes it away.

is no road material so easily affected 
by improper drainage as earth. When 
dry it will carry the heaviest loads im- 
posed by traffic, but when thoroughly 
saturated with water it will not sup- 
port the lightest load. Hence it is nec- 
essary to utilize all methods of keeping 
the earth road dry. This can best be 
done by draining away the under- 
ground water and preventing surface 
water from standing on the road. 


All surface water is removed by giv- 


ing to the rond grades and cross sec- 
tions which will afford the necessary 
outlet to the natural water courses. 
The grade Hue should provide for cut- 
ting down the hills and fllling the hol- 
lows, so there will be a roadbed which 
will not require change for further im- 
provement. 
Specie! attention should 


be paid to provide side ditches, which 
will remove all surface water rapidly. 
Side ditches on !oti«. steep grades 
should be protected against serious 
erosion by riprap, transverse timbers 
or other beams. Culverts and bridges 
should be of ample size and. be built 
as permanent structures. 
Drain tile 


should be laid to carry off underground 
water. 
Side ditches which are kept 


clean and have sufficient slope to lead 
the -water away are usually preferable 
to tile drainage, but the latter is nec- 
essary in some places.

The Old Tell Road*. 


Good roads were first maintained In 


the east aud especially in Pennsylvania 
by means of toe toll roads, which were 
separated from the regular roads by 
means of tollgates, or stations. 


To travel on these improved high 


ways a charge was made for all sorts 
of conveyances. With the coming of 
the motorcar the fee for machines was 
made so high that in a few years hun- 
dreds of miles of good roads were built 
and maintained in excellent condition. 


There are a few of these roads still 


in existence where a toll is charged in 
the Maryland. Delaware and Pennsyl- 
vania section. 
Most of these, how- 


ever, have been eliminated on account 
of the state highway appropriation, 
and it is expected with the new fed- 
eral appropriation of $85,000,000 th«s« 
tollgates will be a relic of the past. 


Earth Road* Ncid Attention. 


Good earth'roads can be constructed 


at a very JOTV cost. However, they re- 
quire constant maintenance, which 
may be expensive where the travel in 
heavy. A •well built and properly main- 
tained earth roafl will serve some sec- 
tions as -well as the most expensive 
types of hard surfaced roads will aerre 
other sections. Where this fact is re- 
alized more attention will be paid to 
earth roads, and the money spent on 
them will rot b» regarded ai lost. It 
M neglect which makes earth roads 
bad and requires $2 to be «pent -where 
$1 invested earlier would have done 
the work. Every township should ar- 
range for a patrol system of mainte- 
nance or 1U equivalent. 


T« Maintain Earth Reads. 


Earth roads should be maintained by 


keepinfa good crown on the road, the 
surface smooth «nd the side ditches 
open. In tils way the tusvel will be 
distributed over the roadway and wa- 
lar will be drained away rapidly. The 
systematic use of the road drag. will 
gfrf better results for the money spent 
than any other method of maintaining 
an earth road.
